‘Saul sendeth for David to quiet his evil spirit.” The poem which jg 
regarded as summing up Mr. Browning's philosophy of life—that man ig “ 
god though in the germ,” that while the flesh is not to bo despised, the 
question that should be the ultimate test of man’s conduct is 


“ Thy body at its best, | 
How far can that project the soul in its lone way ?” 


that care and trouble and pain are to be welcomed as indications of the 
strong endeavour of the divine side of human nature to- assert itself over the 
brutish side, this great poem and these ennobling ideas are set forth by the 
poet as the utterances of a Jewish Rabbi, Rabbi Ben Ezra, the far-famed Ibn 
Ezra, Mr. Browning’s dramatic instinct, his singular power of forsaking bis 
own personality for that of another to whose thoughts and de sires he wishes to 
give expression, has at the same time enabled him to estimate with marvellorg 


justice, as it appears to us, the relations of Jew. to Christian in the 


middle ages. At any rate his opinion is entitled to very great respect. 
We would refer our readers especiaily to two poems recently reprinted in some 
volumes of selections chosen by himself. The one is called * Holy Cross Day” 
and first appeared in Men and Womenin 1855. The other is named “ Fileppo 
Baldinucci on the Privilege of Burial,” and was published in the volame entitled 
“ Pacchiarotto ” in 1876. The first is a description of an old custom practised 
at Rome from a very early date an] only surrendered within the memory of 
living men. On Holy Cross Day, a Thursday in Lent, all the Jews of 


the city were compelled to listen to a sermon preached by a cardinal in one of - 


the churches and an opportunity was thus given them of publicly renouncing the 
faith of their fathers. Mr. Browning describes the scene from the point of view 


of the Jews themselves and suggests a very striking and convincing moral. 


Some few worthless fellows, thieves and beggars, present themselves for 
haptism at the conclusion of the discourse, but the majority remaia unmoved. 
In humorous contrast to the impression that the priestly exhortation is designed. 
to produce upon them they are inclined to jeer at his Grace, and to hint at the 
depravities of his private life with which he has forced them in other capacities 
to become too familiar, But when the sermon is at an end the renegrades arg 
admitted into the Christian Church; as if to protect themselves from the 


insincerity by which the whole ceremony is characterized, these whom Professcr 


Smith would call the “ hardshell’? Jews are represented as repeating under 


their breath an old Jewish prayer which forcibly contrasts with the hollowness 
of all that is taking place about them. Full of trust in their Reedeemer, the 


Jews in language of the deepest feeling, appeal to God against those 


“ Whose life laughs through and spits at their creed | 
Who maintain thee in word and defy thee in deed! ™ 


and instinctively the reader recognizes in the religious sentiments of the Jows, — 
a purity and depth to which the Christians of the time can lay no claim.

RUSSIAN ORISTS, 


Ir is becoming clear on all sides that there is only one outcome to the grave 
state of affairs now existing in Russia. We are only now becoming aware 
of the true extent of the misery that prevails under the Reign of Terror in 
Southern Russia, The letters that have appeared in our columns from the 
borders must have opened the eyes and lacerated the hearts of all men who 


-have a spark of humanity in their bosoms. Life is no longer tolerable in 


the districts where religious hatred and commercial jealously have aroused 
the evil passions of the populace. No alleviation of these dreadful sufferings 
can be expected from the Russian Government. The official panacea is 
simply a justification of the attacks extorted out of local committees selected 
with special care from men who were influenced by the very passions that 
had given rise to the riots, If there is no hope or help from the only quarter 
where help could be effectual, what are these poor unfortunate brethren of 
ours todo? They must resort to the last desperate remedy that our fore- 

fathers ave had to adopt when life or creed was threatened ; those at 
least. who have little to lose must emigrate. Many of them have already 
taken this step, and our columns have given full information of the efforts 
that have been made to assist the refugees. 


Now that emigration is recognized as an adopted method of avoiding the 
terrible consequences of fanaticism, the scene of beneficial action is changed 
from the East to the West of Europe. An enormous majority of the 
Russians are poor, too poor to do anything but live from hand to mouth, 
and clearly too poor to pay the expenses of a long journey to some city of 
refuge where they may be able to earn their living in safety. They must 
be assisted and it lies upon us Western Jews as an urgent duty to assist 
them with our means, As an able correspondent who wrote above the 
signature “ JorisconsuLtos ”’ has pointed out, the Jews of Wertern Europe 
are on their trial. In the midst of their ease and comfort they have been 


rem.nded that they are Jews by the terrible trials to which their coreligionists | 


are subjected to in Southern Russia. We have no fear of the issue. The 
Jewish heart beats as warmly i in the West as under a tropical sun, and we 
will assume that before many months are over a substantial sum will be 
at the service of duly qualified persons for the assistance of the ise Neamtate 
from Russia of our tortured brethren.

‘DR, HERMANN ADLER ON RECENT PHASES OF JUDOPHOBIA. 


(FIRST NOTICE. 


As mentioned in our Jast issue, the current number of the Nineteenth Century 
eontains a reply by Dr. 


Hermann Adler to Professor Goldwin Smith’s attacks 


on Jews and Judaism. We shall take occasion to revert to this important utter- 


ance, but we feel sure that wo ehall be conferring a signal benefit on our readers © 
_ by giving a fall analysis of the reverend gentleman’s arguments, using, as far 
as possible, the eloquent words in which they are clothed. As all our readers 
will remember, this is not the 


first occasion on which the Professor and Dr. 
Hermann Adler have met in literary warfare, and the present article only aims 
at covering the new lines of attack laid down by Mr. G. Smith. May we not 


venture to express a hope that the whole serjes may one day see the light in a 
united form and serve as an armoury of facts and arguments in repelling any 


future onslaughts by the enemies of J adaism ? 


Dr. Adler plunges at once ia medias res and grapples boldly with the main | 


argument of his opponent in the following terms: 


‘“ He (Mr. Goldwin Smith) attributes the persecutions of the Hebrew, past and 
sent, in the first instance to the tribal exclusiveness of the Jewish people. 


~ According to him the Jev: makes a religious idol of his tribe. ‘All the other races 
profess at least allegiance to humanity ; they all look forward, however vaguely, to 

a day of universal brotherhood, The Jew alone regards his race as superior to 
humanity, and looks forward, not to its ultimate union with other races, but to its _ 


triumph over them all, and to its final ascendancy under the leadership of a tribal 
Messiah.’ I maintain that these statements are entirely opposed to fact: The great 
bond which unites Israel is not one of race, but the bond of a common religion. We 
regard all mankind as brethren. We consider ourselves citizens of the country in 
which we dwell, in the highest and fullest sense of the term, and esteem it our 
dearest privilege and duty to labour for its welfare. Is there aught incompatible 
with our devotion to humanity and with our patriotism, if, at the same time, we feel 
sympathy for those who profess the same religious faith and practise the same reli- 


_gious ordinances, whether they inhabit this country or other lands? If the bond 


which unites the Jew were, in truth, tribal, it would be a matter of perfect indiffer- 
ence to us what might be the religious belief or praetice of our brethren in race. 
But the bare fact that we regard as apostates those of our fellow Jews who abandon 
their faith is proof sufficient that religion is the main bond, So Mr, GoldwinSmith 
proposes, as his panacea, that the Israelite should abandon his tribalism, and ‘all 
that separates him socially from the people among whom he dwells.’ This means 
that he should give up his separate church, his religious rites and prayers, his seventh 
day Sabbath, and that in Turkey he should conform to Islam, in Russia to Greek 
orthodoxy—in other words, that he should cease to be a Jew ; and in spite of this, 
the Professor claims that he upholds religious toleration and liberty of conscience. 
‘T will tolerate you Jews,’ he would say, ‘ when you cease to be Jews ; I will tolerate 
your religion when you reject it.’” 


With fitting irony the reverend doctor urges Mr. Smith’s unconcealed anti- 
pathy of Lord Beaconsfield as a clear proof of the worthlessness of the proposed 
remedy 


“ One would have thought,” he remarks, ‘“ that the late Lord Beaconsfield, who 
adopted the dominant faith of this country, and married out of the pale of his tribe, 
would have been a Jew after Mr. Goldwin Smith’s own heart. Yet the ire of the 
historian parsues the stateeman whose memory all England honours, and whose loss 
all Europé deplores, as though the author of Zothair had been a ‘ hard-shell’ 
Sarmatian.” | 

An indignant protest is then made against the accusation that the objection 
to intermarriage is in any way tribal: | 


“ T emphatically contest the position that our objection to mixed marriages is” 


the outcome of tribal exclusiveness, It is essentially a matter of religion. It is an 

indispensable condition of domestic peace and happiness that two persons who have 
entered into a compact to pass their lives together should fairly agree in their views 
on religion, which, to those who possess any religion at all, is a paramount concern 
of life. Hence statistics show that in all religious denominations the parties who 
contract marriage usually belong to the same faith, and that, for example, alliances 
between Churchmen and Catholics are comparatively rare, Why, then, 
should the Jew specially be taunted and blamed for refusing intermarriage, seeing 
that it would practically necessitate the abandonment of a faith which he has ever 
felt dearer to him than life itself? ” 3

THE JEWS IN 


RUSSIA, 


The correspondent of the Daily Telegraph at Vienna telegraphed on Monday 
night: “ Disgraceful scenes are reported again froth Podwolo.zyska, where it 
will be remembered anti-Semitic disturbances of a serious character took place 
some months ago, This time Madame Sarah Berohardt narrowly escaped from 
the Jew-baiting fury of the mob. The French tragedienne arrived at Podwolo- 
czyska from Odessa on the 25th,and was enthusiastically received at the station, 
The same evening she performed “ La Dame aux Camélias.” Bat while drivirg 
home stones were thrown at her carriage by the populacs. The following day 
an anti-Semitic riot_occurred, the pretext being that “Sarah the Jewess plundered 
tbe people,” and that the Jews speculated on the seats for the theatre. Windows 
were smashed, and the Jewish houses threatened with plunder and destruction. 
The telegrams published here and dated yesterday say that great excitement 
prevaiied, and that fresh disturbances were apprehended at night.” 

The St. Petersburg journal, Novoye Vremya, of the 24th Nov., pablished an 
anti-Semitic article advocating the settlement of Jows in Kamechatka. 

Among the Jews expelled from Orel there were upwards of 400 destitute 
persons who had not the means to pay for their journey. Anu appeal for assist- 
ance was made, per telegram, to the Jewish community at Moscow, and met 
with a favourable response. Baron Horace Ginzburg, of St. Petersburg, also 
sent 3,000 roubles for the relief of the exiles. 

Instructions have been given by General Ignatieff to the police of St. 
Petersburg to keep a watchfal eye on the Jews in the capital and on their doings 
and occupations. ‘They are likewise to ascertain, as far'as possible, whether all 
the Jews living in St. Petersburg have the right to reside thers, and to carefully 
examine the passports of Jews arriving there from the country. The object of 
this new movement on the part of the Government is to ascertain the number of 
the Jewish population in St. Petersburg, which, as will be seen on referring to 
the figures given in our issue of the 18th Nov,, is considerably in excess of the 
number permitted by the authorities. As we announced in the same issue, 
great fears are entertained that orders may shortly be issued for the expulsioa 
of all non-authorised Jewish residents from St. Petersburg. . 

- The Government have extended for another month the powers of those 
Commissions on the Jewish question, chiefly in the Western Governments, 


which have not yet completed their labours and sent in the reports.

THE RUSSIAN FUGITIVES AT BRODY, 


[FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. | 


The present letter is intended to lay before your readers a succinct account 


of the exodus of those Jews from Russia who have made this town their rallying 
point, both in order to contradict the alarming reports which have recently been 


circulated far and wide, and to give to this affair that clearness and publicity 


which ita importance demands. Fama eundo crescit has been fully realized in 


in no way reaches the enormous figure of 10,000, in fact during the whole of 
what may be called the emigration period, nothing like so large a nomber have 


been congregated here, and if I estimate the actual numbers at 2,500, [ shall 
be sufficiently near the trath. In order to give you a fair insight into the state 


of affairs and into the position and condition of the fugitives, it will be necessary © 


to go into this exodus from its genesis. 


After the principle of the promotion of emigration had been adopted by the 
Alliance Israéiite in Paria, it was determined by that body to send delegates 


into the recently disturbed cities and towns of Russia for the purpose both of 
giving succour to the unfortunate and persecated Jews, and of facilitating the 
emigration of such persons as were desirous of leaving the country ; but for 
many reasons there was never any intention of putting the emigration schome 


into operation, either in this or in any other frontier town. The plan, the outlines” 


of which had been but barely sketched out, soon became known. Some specula- 
tive persons, desirous of making money through tke transport of the emigrants, 
had the audacity to widely circulate in Russia a Hebrew letter, falsely purporting 


. by the executive organs of the Government; the exceptional laws of former 
inhumane governments are being dragged out of almost forgotten recesses, and — 


new laws and regulations are floating down the stream of the present anti- 


‘Jewish tide. One hundred thousand Jewish families have had their sources of 
gaining a livelihood cut off owing to the restrictions of trading which have been 
placed in their way ; one hundred thousand Jewish families have been rendered 
homeless through taeir expulsion from towns in which they had no legal right to 

reside although they had dwelt there undisturbed for many years. ‘The intelli- 


ence and knowledge of the Russian Jewish youth being a thorn in the eyes of the 
‘Rassian Government, exceptional laws have been decreed with regard to Jewish 
students whose numbers have been greatly diminished. Thus tho road to wisdom
